Construction of Scout Center

Construction on the first wing of the 
new Scout Center here this fall is the 
aim of the Torrance Junior Woman's 
Club.

The Center, main philanthropy for 
the club, will be a brick structure and 
will be situated near the YWCA.

The first wing will be 60 feet by 30 
feet and will contain one Marge meet­ 
ing room with a fireplace, kitchen, 
storage rooms and rest rooms.

It will accomodate six Boy Scout and 
six Girl Scout Troops. Additional troops 
would be formed, according to Scout 
officials, if a meeting place was avail­ 
able.

The second and third sections, to be 
constructed in the future, will contain 
small meeting rooms, equipment room

with lockers, additional rest rooms and 
other facilities.

There will be a plastered wall in 
each section which, can be used for 
film projection.

" When the entire building is finished 
it will accommodate 24 troops for regu­ 
lar meetings as well as Brownie and 
Girl Scout ceremonies, Blue and Gold 
banquets, Courts of honor or any other 
scout activity requiring a large room.

Last year the Torrance Juniors 
donated $1000 to the building fund of 
the Scout Center and are planning to 
donate a like amount this year as well 
as being instrumental.
